The animals were 
bought by C. J. Fleming of S t John. 
N. B., from a half breed Indian trap 
per at Lac la Bietle. T. J. Mc Mann of 
Edmonton, recently sold 51 fox whelps 
UU colors, for $26,000 to James A. 
Kane of Brooklyn, N. Y. who has fox 
farms in New York and Pennsylvania 
The exportation of live foxes has be­ 
come so active in northern Alberta 
that Benjamin Lawton, 
chief 
game 
Uuardian, has 
been 
requested 
by 
provincial government to recommend 
a closed season, the same as there is 
for other fur-bearing animals. This 
new law would prohibit the capture of 
foxes and whelps during the breeding 
season.
